When 
he got home he armed himself with a pis- 
tol, and, running to the front entrance cf 
the tenement, opened fire on the crowd. 
At the first shot Hunter fell to the pave- 
ment, a bullet in his left side. A second | 
and third shot went wild.

The tenement in 
which Hart had found refuge is of the 
modern type, cut in two by an alleyway 
which leads back court.

A ST. LOUIS BANK 
BARRED FROM THE MAILS 


Fraud Order Against the People’s 
United States. 


PUBLISHER LEWIS INVOLVED 


Put No Money in Institution, but Had | 
$907,538 Loaned to His Enterprises, | 


Postmaster General Says. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—Postmaster | 
General Cortelyou to-night announced the | 
issuance of a fraud order against the 
People’s United States Bank of St. Louis, 
Mo., its officers and agents, and E. G. | 
Lewis, a publisher, effective July 9. The | 
action bars the company from the use of | 
the mails after an investigation by the} 
postal authorities as to the details of the 
business of the institution. The Postmas- 
ter General in his announcement to-night | 
says: 

‘It is understood that the funds of the! 
bank which have not been borrowed by! 
Mr. Lewis and his enterprises, amounting 
to about two-thirds of the total amount 
remitted, are deposited in banks and will 
be available toward reimbursement of the 
stockholders, who number upward of 
65,000. It is the intention of the officers 
of the Post Office Department to co-op- 
erate with the Secretary of State of Mis- | 
| Sourt in every proper way for the inter- | 
| oot of the investors and depositors.”’ 

The announcement of Mr. Cortelyou 
says that although in early articles in his | 
magazine ‘‘ Mr. Lewis represented that he 
would subscribe to the capital stock a dol- 
lar for every doilar subscribed by all oth- 
ers, so that he would own half of the cap- | 
ital stock, and that later he represented 
that he had pledged his entire fortune, 
every dollar he had, and his publishing 
business, in this banking enterprise, and 
that his subscriptions would exceed a 
million dollars, the Inspectors found that | 
Mr. Lewis had not co-operated to the ex- 
tent of a single dollar of his own money, 
although the bank had been in operation | 
seven months, and had a paid-up capital | 
stock of $2,000,000."’ 

Continuing, the statement says: 

“The Inspectors found that Mr. Lewis | 

had made an admission to that effect to} 
Bank Examiners Cook and Nichols on 
April 3, 1905. The Inspectors and their 
office force in St. Louis made a careful 
checking of the subscription books and 
found that on March 5, 1905, Mr. Lewis | 
had received and held as payment for| 
shares of stock in the bank $2,289,043.61 | 
and had accounted to the bank in an} 
amount not exceeding $2,204,994. 

This showed that every cent of $2, — 
capital stock which had been paid in was | 
paid out of subscription money received | 
by Mr. Lewis from the public, and that 
none of his own money had been invested | 
in the enterprise. This was found to be 
the fact, although Mr. Lewis had stated | 





{in writing to the Inspectors that $495,750 | 


of the $500,000 paid in at the original in- | 
corporation of the bank was his onan 
funds. 

Subsequently at the hearing before the} 
Assistant Attorney General, Mr. Lewis! 
admitted that that money was received 
by him from the people and was not his} 
own. Although asked to do so at the! 
hearing, Mr. Lewis failed to produce any | 
evidence whatever that any of his per- | 
sonal funds had gone into this enterprise. | 
Mr. Lewis stated at the hearing that the | 
Directors had never refused to make a 
loan he requested. 

‘The most important of the representa- 
tions was that all funds of this bank 
would be loaned by a committee composed | 
of three Directors each from the five 
principal banks of St. Louis, &c. 

“The evidence showed and Mr. Lewis | 
admitted that hundreds of thousands of | 
dollars were loaned to himself and his va- 
rious enterprises, that no committee of 
fifteen had been established, but that the 
loans had been made practically at Mr. 
Lewis's will. 

“On March 15, the day after 
spectors began their investigation 
bank, Mr. Lewis placed in its assets 
two notes—one for $50.000, signed by him- | 
self alone, without collateral, the other | 
for $146,375.63, signed by the Board of | 
Directors. Mr. Lewis received no money 


from the bank at that time, the notes 

being put into the bank to cover money 
previously expended by Mr. Lewis. The 

last-mentioned note, Mr. Lewis claimed, | 
covered money spent in promotion of the | 
bank, but as the Secretary of State of 
Missouri declined to allow the item it 
stands as a personal loan to the Directors. | 

“On March 15 Mr. Lewis had loaned 
from the bank’s funds to himself and his 
enterprises $394,604.63, the paid-in capital | 
stock of the bank then being half a mill-| 
ion. On March 29, when $2,000,000 capi- | 
tal stock had been paid in, a statement | 
furnished by Mr. Lewis at the hearing 
upon request showed he had loaned to} 
himself and his enterprises $907,538.63. | 
These loans include $146,875.63 to the} 
Directors, $390,000 to the Lewis Publish- | 
ing Company, $346,163.20 to the University 
Heights Realty and a Com- | 
pany, and $25,000 to E. Lewis. At that} 
time Mr. Lewis had Sik 730 of the bank’ s | 
money invested in stocks and bonds of his | 
enterprises. 

“The evidence furnished showed that} 
Lewis had agreed to loan $66,666.66 of the | 
bank's money on an unsecured note, but! 
was prevented from doing so by Secretary 
of State Swanger. | 

“The University Heights Realty and 
Development Company. which had _ bor- 
rowed from the bank $346,163.20 and the 
stock of which to the extent of 1,277) 
shares Mr. Lewis sold to the bank, is 
shown to have assets consisting for the} 
most part of land purchased for $200,000 | 
as a speculation in suburban property, 
and upon which Mr. Lewis stated about 
$150,000 had been expended in improve- 
ments. Its liabilities are shown to be 
$674. 700.53. 

‘“‘On April 8, 1905, the cashier of the 
bank told the Inspectors that 4,381 shares 
of the increased capital stock had been | 
issued, and in every instance the share- 
holder had signed a proxy appointing | 
Mr. Lewis to vote the stock. | 

“June 5 last John E. Swanger, Sec- 
retary of State of Missouri, made a num-| 
ber of demands upon Mr. Lewis as to! 
the future conduct of the bank, which! 
corroborated the report of the Inspectors | 
as to the condition of affairs above out- 
lined. Since these demands, which, 
among other things, required immediate | 
return to the bank of all funds borrowed | 
by Mr. Lewis and his enterprises. Mr. 
Lewis has failed to pay the loans. 

“Mr. Lewis is receiving a large number 
of remittances for stock in the bank in 
his own name. It further appears that it 
is the intention of the bank to increase its 
stock to $5,000,000, and remittances are be- 
ing asked for on that account. It is im- 

ossible to separate the bank from Mr. 

ewis in this matter.’ 

The announcement quotes an opinion of 
the Attorney General, to whom the Post- |} 
master General submitted the matter, sus-

Was Pouring Acid on His Face When 
He Awoke, Fox Declares. 


John F. Fox of 439 West Forty-sixth 
Street ran into the Roosevelt Hospital 
yesterday afternoon, with his face disfig- 
ured from burns. He told the surgeons 
that he had just been discharged from 
Seney Hospital in Brooklyn, wheré he had 
been treated for consumption, and that 
while asleep on the roof of his house he 
had been awakened by a frightful burning 
sensation.

She 
said he tried to beat her, but she eluded 
him, and he went up on the roof. She 
sent her fourteen-year-old daughter up 
later to give him something to eat, and 
when he had eaten he returned to the 
apartments and beat her, 

On a mantelpiece near her was a glass 
filled with a mixture of muriatic and 
nitric acid, which had been left there by 
her son, who is a drug clerk. She could 
not remember, she said, how the glass 
came into her hand, but in the struggle 
with her husband it was spilled and some 
of the contents went on his head and on 
her cheek, which was badly burned. She 
had her wound dressed by a druggist and 
left with her daughter for a neighbor's 
house.

After exactly seventeen months of 
active and successful warfare, after re- 
peatedly smashing the forces of Russia 
by sea and land, Japan now for the 
first time lands her troops upon Rus- 
sian soil and seizes territory of her 
enemy. Count Cassini remarked not 
long ago that Russia was in a very 
good position to continue the war, since 
Japan had not seized one foot of her 
territory. She has now occupied Sak- 
halin Island, which is indubitably Rus- 
sian territory, though its capture may 
not be felt by Russia as a severe blow. 
Japan has probably felt that the occu- 
pation of this island was important to 
her. In the same way that the extend- 
ing of Russian influence over Korea 
Was a menace to the Japanese Nation, 
so the possession of Sakhalin Island by 
Russia must have been a cause of dis- 
quietude. Japan now not only comes 
into her own, for she formerly consid- 
ered the southern part of the island to 
belong to her, but she now has a mili- 
tary and naval base completely com- 
manding the northern entrance to the 
Japan Sea. The seizure of Sakhalin is 
an important factor in her preparations 
to make herself for all time secure 
against Russian aggression. 

The loss of this island is by no means 
offset by the return of the Kniaz Po- 
temkine into Russian hands. Indeed, 
the running away of the rebel crew of 
that ship does not in the least mend 
matters so far as Russia is concerned, 
since the giving up of the ship was not 
brought about by her arms. The men 
abandoned their un- 
dertaking either because they failed to 
receive the expected support from rev- 
olutionary committees ashore, because 
they could not get enough to eat, be- 
cause they were frightened and divided 
among themselves, or because they saw 
no other than a disastrous end to their 
venture. But they do not yield to Rus- 
sia, and the impotence of the Russian 
naval force in the Black Sea has been 
completely demonstrated. The Admiral, 
with abundant force the 
Kniaz Potemkine, and with the very 
best of reasons for wanting to do so, 
did not dare begin the attack because |

Japan would consent to an armistice 
the moment that. Russia gave her as- 
surance that she was ready and re- 
solved to agree to a treaty of peace on 
reasonable terms proposed by Japan. 
Japan will not submit her terms and 
conditions for examination, with the 
privilege of rejection. It is only rea- 
sonable that she should have a firm 
promise from her enemy as a prelim- 
inary to the consideration of details. 
Russia can have no other reason than 
sheer, stupid, blind obstinacy for fur- 
ther withholding her pledge to make a 
treaty.

The truth is that the discrepancy is be- 
tween dissimilar things. The indicated 
crop is the crop grown. The commercial 
crop is the crop sold. The crops which 
come out of the ground and the crops 
which go to market are different quan- 
tities, and agreement should not be ex- 
pected. The discrepancy is likely rather 
to grow than to decline. Only in their 
poverty did the planters sell to the first 
buyer upon his own terms, Year by 


year, with growing wealth and banking 
facilities, they will be slower sellers, 
and crops will fade into each other so 
that they cannot be separated. Reserves 





stemmed the tide, reduced the acreage 
and consumption of fertilizers, rolled 


the cotton under a shed, and awaited 
the reversal of starvation prices. Some 
misbehaved farmers did not: 

A lot of those fellows thought it smart 
to plant, saying to themselves, ‘‘ Now is 
the time to make my jack.”’

ARE CROP REPORTS WORTHLESS | 

Washington dispatches warn us to ex- 
pect an agitation for the discontinuance 
of Government crop. reports. This 
would be a singular sequel to the cur- 
rent flurry in cotton options. Miss 
GILES—the lady with the prestige of De- 
partment training—thinks the crop out- 
look has deteriorated 3 per cent. The 
Journal of Commerce thinks the crop 
outlook has improved 3 per cent. The 
interest is general, as it ought to be, 
for the authorities are excellent, but it 
cannot be said that even the cotton 
world dropped so much as one heart 
beat at these announcements. Then 
comes the Department and reports that 
the condition of the plant has altered 
0.2, and there is a panic among the 
bears. The sequel, we are told, is that 
the reports are to be discontinued from 
disgust at their inaccuracy. How does 
anybody know that they are inaccu- 
rate? And is it not a fair inference 
that if the cotton world is convulsed 
by that fraction of 1 per cent. it is proof 
that whatever the faults of the Depart- 
ment reports they are the most high- 
ly valued, and their abolishment would 
leave a void not to be filled by any un- 
official substitute? 

The incident naturally suggests the 
question: How bad are the Department 
reports, extenuating nothing? Here is

Whether or not the factor of error is 





larger than it should be is matter of 
opinion. An underestimate of 1,600,000 
bales is certainly a long shot, but only 
once is the error so much as 16 per 
cent., although there are four misses 
by a million bales or more. The five 
other cases make an average error of 
over 400,000 bales, and in all ten cases 
the average error is 850,000 bales, unit- 
formly an underestimate, Mr. Price has 
supplied the trade a standard by which 
to judge whether or not the error is ex- 
Each year the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange members pool their wis- 
dom, and average many individual esti- 
mates of the crop. Mr. Pricer has aver- 
aged these averages through thirteen 
years. Curiously enough they too are 
uniformly underestimates, the average 
of the entire period for all the members 
making egtimates being 312,715 bales. 
It must be admitted that the Depart- 
ment does not shine by comparison, Its 
facilities are superior to those at the 
command of any private individual, and 
the results are not half as good. Natur- 
ally many cry in wrath, “away with 
it!” Let the Government count, they 
say, as the Census Bureau does, but 
let it do no more. Let us know how 
many acres there are under cultivation, 
or how many bales are ginned. Those 
| are facts capable of accurate ascertain- 
ment, and there a line should be drawn. 
The weather cannot be translated into 
adjectives capable of conveying the 
same idea to everybody or giving cor- 
rect ideas to anybody. The same is 


cessive, 


in planters’ hands are an uncertain 
quantity, especially in “ hold your cot- 
ton” years. To these financial consid- 
erations must be added those of the 
weather. Always some cotton is mar- 
keted before Sept. 1. Between an early 
or drought-shortened crop and a late 
wet crop there may easily enough be 
a difference on this head alone of a 
quarter million bales, and nobody at 
all to blame. The Department has much 
to be blamed for, but it ought to be 
blamed for nothing but its faults. If 
it blunders, or “ leaks,’”’ let somebody 
suffer. If the reports can be improved, 
very well. Nobody will disagree about 
that. But there are two sides to hasty 
and angry proposals to abolish the re- 
ports.

THE HARM OF INSECTS. 

The prevention of damage to the es- 
timated extent of $585,000,000 wrought 
by insects each year upon crops in this 
country would enable the United States 
to ¢reate a new gold reserve greater 
than that of Russia. The Chicago 
Daily News has obtained statistics 
from experts of the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington showing 
that the aggregate operations of insect 
pests upon staple and miscellaneous 
crops, and upon the forests and prod- 
ucts in granaries and storehouses, oc- 
casion annual losses amounting to 
about $785,100,000, distributed in this

These large percentages of loss are 
calculated according to the destruction 
of crops at initial and advancing stages 
of growth by their successive enemies. 
For example, the wheat and corn crops 
would have a combined value of about 
$1,000,000,000 if they passed through 
the season unscathed. The root worm 
inflicts an initial damage of 2 per cent. 
upon the corn crop, or $20,000,000; the 
boll worm affects the ears to an equal 
degree, and chinchbugs bring the figure 
up to $60,000,000, while the wire, army, 
and cutworms, locusts, grasshoppers, 
life, and other pests help to establish 


| the total loss of $80,000,000 for corn. 


The Hessian fly scourges and hurts the 
wheat crop fully 10 per cent, annually, 


. | the damage in 1904 being $40,000,000. 


Wheat in a single State suffered to the 
extent of $20,000,000 during one year. 
The average damage from grain-plant 
lice is from 2 to 8 per cent. of the value 
of the crop. The detriment to wheat 
from all sources is 20 per cent., or 
$100,000,000 annually. 


The boll weevil, cotton-leaf worm, 
and other insects inflicted $40,000,000 
worth of damage to the cotton crop 
last year. The value of apples shrunk 
25 to 40 per cent. through in- 

notably of the coddling 
moth and the apple maggot. There 
are the contingent damages, too, to be 
reckoned in, such as the $8,250,000 ex- 
pended in 1904 for insect protection in 
the apple orchards. The apple crop 
lost in all $20,000,000 in value. Borers 
and other timber pests occasion an 
annual loss to farm forests of $100,- 
000,000. 

The big granaries and storage plants 
of the country suffer constantly from 
every species of parasitic insect, such 
as weevils, grain beetles, and worms, to 
the extent of $100,000,000 a year, and 
the annual shrinkage of food values in 
private dwellings from these sources, 
which, of course, cannot be estimated, 
would swell this total considerably. 

Yet it {s certain that scientific means 
of protection have appreciably reduced 
the great annual devastation by insect 
scourges. The cotton-leaf worm alone 
used to cause a yearly loss to the 
growers of $30,000,000, while the depre- 
dations of the Hessian fly have been 
reduced by between $100,000,000 to 
$200,000,000 and the coddling moth has 
been successfully encountered with a 
net saving to fruit growers of nearly 
$20,000,000 a year.

FOR THE SAFEGUARDING OF THE- 
ATRE AUDIENCES. 

Those for whom the protection of life 
in theatres has special interest will read 
with pleasure the details of an inven- 
tion lately perfected in Germany. It 
Involves a novel principle, resting upon 
the assumption that a theatre is likely 
to burn, no’ matter what precautions 
are taken, and that the thing to do fs, 
at the proper moment, to withdraw 
the audience out of harm’s way. With 
this in view the pit and box section, 
corresponding to what in this country 
would be called the parquette and dress 
circle, is something like a bureau 
drawer. With its floor, partitions, seats, 
&c., it is built as a unit, and rests 
on rollers which, in turn, are supported 
by rails. If a fire starts, the audience 
does not need to rise in panic and con- 
gest the avenues of escape. They sim- 


ply keep their seats, the lower part of 


the house is set in motion, and recedes 
to the opposite side of the street. So 
far the plan is obviously practicable. 
It would not, however, apply to the 
galleries, For these the inventor pro- 
vides extremely numerous and auto- 
matically opened exits to suspended 
balconies. The outside balconies of 
each gallery are suspended on hinges 
from heavy outriggers which act as 
powerful single-arm levers, and turn 


on plvots fixed below the first balcony. 
On being lowered by the same mechan- 
ism which actuates the recession of the 
parquette section of the house, all the 
outriggers and the suspended balconies 
move to one side and descend to the 
level of the street. This part of the 
device may best be described in the 
language of the inventor: 


The outriggers are fixed at their upper 
ends to wire ropes which run over a pul- 
ley on the roof through the lateral walls 
to the ground floor, where they are 
wound on rollers fixed rigidly to the side 
walls. As the outriggers descend, a 
transversal shaft is actuated through a 
conical toothed gearing, and the racks 
fitted beneath the pit as well as the pit 
itself, which runs on rails, are set in mo- 
tion. The gearing 1s so actuated that at 
the moment the outrigger galleries touch 
the street the whole pit has been removed 
from the theatre building. The apparatus 
is designed to be operated from an in- 
closed cabin, elther by means of a motor 
or by hand through a crank, on a fire 
signal being sent. 

With such an equipment the most 
nervous person would feel safe. That 
the withdrawal of the entire lower sec- 
tion of the house is by a method some- 
what suggestive of the evisceration of 
a chicken would probably not occur to 
the audience at a moment when danger 
was being exchanged for safety, but if 
it did it would add an element of gayety 
to an otherwise grim and disquieting 
situation. What being lowered to the 
street by the operation of such a mech- 
anism as the inventor describes would 
suggest we frankly do not know, It Is 
a beautiful scheme. 


Secretary WILson’s investigation dis- 
closes a pretty bad state of things in 
the Agricultural Department.

’ ant place they hold inour 
social economy, and still smile with gentle 
and kindly incredulity while reading cer- 
tain passages in the President's Asbury 
Park address, For instance: ‘“ Your lives 
show that you believe ideals to be worth 
sacrifice and that you are eager to do 
non-remunerative work if:this work is of 
good to your fellow-men.” And again: 
“We are under heavy obligations to such 
a body as this, which substitutes for the 
ideal of accumulat'ng money the infinitely 
loftier, non-materialistic ideal of devotion 
to work worth doing simply for that 
work’s sake.” Of course the teachers liked 
that, as we all like to hear ourselves 
praised, even if the thing is a little over- 
done, but they made a queer commentary 
on the President's proclamation of their 
heroic disinterestedness by receiving it 
with quiet complacence, while they broke 
into long-continued and almost hysterical 
applause when he said a little later: 
“There are few movements in which I 


more thoroughly believe than in the move- 
ment to secure better remuneration for 
our teachers.”" That, as the world’s people 
would express it, ‘“ hit them right where 
they lived." Of course there are not a 
few teachers whose special competency 
makes teaching a pleasure so keen that 
they could hardly be tempted nto another 
profession—particularly as it is highly 
improbable that they have anything like 
equal competency for any other or would 
be better paid in it. The great majority 
of teachers, however, find their daily task 
a@ more or less heavy burden, just as do 
the great majority of workers in every 
trade and profession, and the idea that 
they get more consolation for weariness in 
the thought that theirs is public service 
than in the knowledge that pay day will 
come along in, due season, is, with all due 
respect both to the Presidentiand to the 
teachers, something that approaches rath- 
er closely to nonsense. The teachers are 
at least as eager for vacation as the 
scholars, they have an honestly and hu- 
manly keen eye out for opportunities to 
get bigger salaries, and in the case of at 
least nine-tenths of them the fact that the 
acquisition of the bigger salary would re- 
quire the abandonment of teaching would 
not make its rejection inevitable or even 
probable—would not lead to any hesita- 
tion except that for consideration wheth- 
er the comparative permanency and cer- 
tainty of tenure in school positions of the 
better sort did not more than counter- 
balance any moderate increment of pay. 
Thousands of men take up teaching, open- 
ly confessing that they regard it simply 
as a step to something better, and thou- 
sands of women do it with a very clear 
appreciation of their preference for the 
joys and advantages of a normal home.

Only six 
months before his death Mr. Hay, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry about the best known 
of the ballads, wrote on State Depart- 
ment paper a note which included the fol- 
lowing information: “The name of the 
boat was the Fashion, and the name of 
the engineer was OLIVER FAIRCHILD. I 
used the name of ‘ Bludso’ because they 
were a family of river men whom I knew. 
I had the story from OLIVER FAIRCHILD'sS 
son, HENRY FAIRCHILD, who was some 
years ago a cotton broker in New Or- 
leans. I do not know whether he is yet 
alive.’’ There certainly is no tone of irri- 
tation about that, and, while it is not im- 
possible that Mr. Hay would weary at too 
frequent mention of himself as “ the 
author of the ‘ Pike County Ballads,’ ”’ it 
simply cannot be that he had any doubt 
of their merit or any fear that they im- 
periled his reputation, present or future.

ROME, June 24.—The idea is so firmly fixed 
in the mind of the traveling public that June 
is unbearably warm in Rome that numbers are 
now shivering hl Switzerland, while the Ro- 
mans have these gorgeous days tripping over 
each other's heels here all to themselves, How- 
ever, the person who enjoys them most fs not 
a Roman at all, but a Venetian—the Pontiff. 
Pius X. gains health and strength daily, partly 
because he is becoming used to the serious 
drawbacks of his position, and partly because 
he spends many hours of each day in the open. 

I am firmly convinced that the law of guar- 
antees would never have been accepted had it 
not been for the Vatican garden; anyway, the 
immense Apostolic palace would have become a 
death trap, where the unfortunate Popes would 
have gradually been put to death.

Then he glances at the flowers, but with little 
enthusiasm, and then goes on to the new rep- 
lica of the Grotto of Lourdes, which he never 
tires of admiring. From there his Holiness 
passes on to where he is most likely to meet 
his fellow-men, taking great interest in ques- 
tioning them (they are usually workmen) and 
admonishing them to a holy life. In these 
walks his Holiness seldom or never discusses 
the affairs of the Holy See with the secretary 
who accompanies him. He seems to desire to 
go completely outside serious matters, and 
thus renew mind and body.”

[ARE AMERICANS 1 INTOLERANT? |i A STOCK COMPANY OF ACTO 


Is Anglo-American Sentiment Fostered 
In England Alone ? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am glad to see this subject of ‘“‘Ameri- 
can Intolerance,’’ discussed in your col- 
umns. The ridiculously petty objections 
raised in this country to the display of 
any other than the eternal Stars and 
Stripes are as senseless as they well could 
be. If people from other countries were 
to promenade Broadway with their but- 
tonholes or chests emblazoned with the 
flags of thetr countries to the same extent 
that Americans do abroad then there 
might be cause for objection. But fortu- 
nately they do not, being possessed either 
of better sense or better taste—possibly 
both. In every British town, colonial or 
otherwise, and I have visited most of 
them, the American flag is ubiquitous 
and often more numerously displayed than 
the Union Jack. 

I remember last year taking exception 
to this in Johannesburg, for on counting 
the flags on the main street—and it wasn’t 
the glorious Fourth—there were consider- 
ably more Stars and Stripes than any- 
thing else. They weren't accompanied by 
the Union Jack, either. I remonstrated in 


a local paper, and they refused to publish 
my letter, saying it was a quite unimpor- 
tant matter, and if the Americans in 
South Africa were not possessed of suffi- 
clent courtesy to fly the two flags to- 
gether, it was their misfortune and no- 
body else’s business! Under similar cir- 
cumstances in New York a patriotic Brit- 
isher would be arrested and punished for 
his excess of patriotic advertising fervor. 

This subject opens up the wider one, 
namely, whether the Anglo-American en- 
tente is not almost exclusively confined 
to the other side. Excepting, perhaps, 
among the better educated classes in 
America, my experience is that this most 
certainly is the case, I have hardly ever 
read an article in an American paper ad- 
vocating friendlier relations with Great 
Britain, and very few public men have the 
hardihood to indorse this policy in public 
for fear of the Irish vote. 

However, that is another story. No 
American travels abroad without one or 
more ‘‘ Old Glories’ in his Saratoga, and 
he never misses an opportunity to display 
them. He might remember this and re- 
strain his frenzy on seeing a foreigner 
{mitate his example here.

SUNDRY PERPLEXING PHRASES. 


How They Were Born an’ What They 
Mean. 


To the Editor of The New York 2'imes: 

In your ‘“ Topics of the Times” on 
Thursday morning you comment upon the 
enigmatic character of ‘the alwance of 
any buttonhole’’ from the wediteg gar- 
ment of the Hon. Frederick Guest The 
word buttonhole in this case is weed as 
an abbreviation for ‘ buttonhole flower.” 
The phrase is in very common use in 
England, and it must also have been for- 
merly used in the United States, for the 
phrase ‘‘a buttonhole of hyacinths” oc- 
curs on Page 840 of Harper’s Magazine for 
1883. 

Then there is also the case of the per- 
plexed New Yorker who heard the ex- 
pression ‘‘ Keep your shirt on" addressed 
by a car conductor to an inquiring pas- 
senger. While this expression is new to 
me, it is beyond doubt analogous to and 
probably a variant of the cockney ‘‘ Keep 
your hair on,” or “‘ Keep your wool on,” 
which is equivalent to ‘“‘ Keep your tem- 
per!’’ The counterpart of this phrase is 
found in ‘‘ then the feathers flew,’’ as the 
colloquial designation for a _ linguistic 
combat. 

Still further (or farther) there is Anti- 
cant, who wants to hang, draw, and quar- 
ter ‘“‘the psychological moment.” This 
is a phrase which I for one have used 
quite frequently, and it would be lke 
tearing up mandrakes to abandon it, The 
psychological moment is the mental mo- 
ment—the supremely mental moment. 
The wofd psychological in this inten- 
sive sense is entirely justified by the 
analogies of othes good English words 
adapted from the Greek. There is, for in- 
stance, the word ‘“‘ideal.”” The original 
Greek eidolon signifies an image, or some- 
thing seen, but in the modern usage it 
has come to mean the pre-eminent image; 
the mental, not the physical perception. 
So also the original meaning of intoxi- 
cate is to poison, especially with the poi- 
son on arrow tips, (toxa, toxikon,) but 
now it includes always the idea of a men- 
tal as well as a physical envenoming.

Finally the Japanese, though they are 
called and really are a heathen nation, 
have shown much more of the Christian 
spirit than their so-called Christian foes, 
Add to these traits their great skill and 
endurance in using their guns and we 
have in detail the reasons for their suc- 
cess.

no possibility of maintaining their modes¢ 
ideals without making plays profttable, 
Their object is to have a stock company 
of players here in New York who can of- 
fer novelties In the way of foreign plays, 
duly paid for, and also chances for the 
plays of native dramatists. They per- 
ceive that the large business organizations 
of managers have found the realm outside 
New York so profitable that our city hag 
become merely a part of a gigantic sys- 
tem. What we need is the revival of 
some permanent theatre with a good resi- 
dent staff like Wallack’s, Daly’s, and the 
recent Lyceum Stock Company. 

Messrs. Lorillard, Oakleigh Thorne, F, 
R. Ooudert, Eugene Kelly, Victor Mapes, 
and others have gone to work quietly and 
propose to carry out their purpose on 
sound business principles. Good acting 
and a varied bill of fare will be the watch- 
words. Particular care will be given to 
plays from French authors, many of 
whom have been interested in the project, 
Translations will be made by competent 
hands, an expert being needed to adapt 
foreign plays to our stage, and his name 
will appear on the programme as adapter. 
At first the company intends to lease @ 
theatre, although later on a permanent 
house may be purchased or built. The 
company will be managed by a board of 
fifteen Directors elected annually by the 
stockholders. The President ts Mr. Victor 
Mapes, a young playwright, who has been 
stage manager for the Lyceum and Daly 
stock companies. He studied for five years 
in Paris and has had some ten years of 
practical experience in New York and 
Boston theatres since his return. A move 
like this, supported by the intelligent 
classes, will not fail to do the theatrical . 
profession much good. There is no reason 
why a company of stock actors of a high 
grade should not be assembled, and, once + 
identified, it will surely earn the loyal} 
support of the public.

Miss Haley’s Fight in National 
Educational Association. 


OPPOSES NEW CONSTITUTION 


Chicago Teacher Declares a Few Men 


Are Trying to Get Control of 
All Schools. 


“The de-mutualization of the N. E. A.,” | 


was the expression employed 
by Miss Margaret A. Haley, business 
Manager of the Chicago Federation of 


yesterday 


Teachers, to define the proposed process | 


of reincorporating the National Educa- 
tional Association. But its effects will 
reach far beyond the limits of that or- 
ganization, Miss Haley contends. It is, 
according to her, only another step toward 
placing the entire public school 
of. this country under the control of a few 
men who wish to further their own in- 
terests. 

At the Asbury Park meeting last Friday 


Miss Haley fought veliantly against the} 


adoption of the report of the Board of 


Directors providing for the reincorporation | 


of the association under a new constitu- 
tion that cunnot be amended except by 
act of Congress. She was ruled out of or- 
der by the Chair, denied a division after 
the Chair had declared the motion to 
adopt the report carried, and was finally 
refused a request to have her protest put 
fn the minutes. Miss Haley then 
notice that she had the power of attorney 
of several memers to act in their behalf, 
and that she woulé appeal to the courts to 
stop the proposed reincorporation. 

In this fight Miss Haley undoubtedly 
has the backing of the rank and file of 
teachers, who by the present system of 
government are practically denied a voice 
in the affairs of the association. This, 
Miss Haley contends, will be enhanced 
if the new constitution becomes effect- 
ive. Under its provisions, the whole 
power will be vested in an Executive 
Committee, called the National Council 
of Education and limited to sixty mem- 
pers. This body will also be, according 
to Miss Haley “self-perpetuating and 
self-governing.” Her object ‘to pre- 
serve the association within the contro) 
of the thousands of teachers that con- 
tribute to its income, ind to have it ad- 
ministered in.their interest.”’ 

Another feature of the proposed consti- 
tution to which Miss Haley objects is the 
tying up of the $143,000 permanent fund 
of the association in such a manner that 
it will be impossible to make use of it 
without getting the consent of the Board 
of Trustees, the Board of Directors, and 
two-thirds of the entire membership of 
the association. 

“It is intended,”’ she said, “‘to obstruct 
the demands of the teachers that the Na- 
tional Educational Association not only 
discuss the conditions of the teachers, but 
take action to improve them—that it work 
for better salaries, more secure tenure of 
office, provisions for old age, equal rights 
for men and women within the profession, 
validity of diplomas, and other issues of 
fundamental importance to the teachers.

DODD ON “TAINTED MONEY.” 


Standard Oil Attorney Says a Good 
Principle Should Not Be Restricted. 


Samuel C. T. Dodd, the Atforney Gen- 
eral of Standard Oil, with a brother lumi- 
nary in the law engaged in a bantering 
conversation on a certain well-worn topic, 
and Mr. Dodd observed: 

“Those churchmen who fear the con- 
tamination of tainted money exhibit a 
worthy spirit; yet a good principle should 
never be restricted in its operation. If 
the profits are corrupt, so are the goods; 
if a boycott exists for virtue’s sake on 


the profits, so must it exist on the goods. | 


It appears to me that this dictum con- 
sistently applied affords food for 
thought. 

“For instance, at the present time, not 
one necessary of modern life escapes con- 
tact with machines; all articles of food 
and clothing are produced and distributed 
with the aid of machinery—and even house 
shelter is largely machine made. It is 


unfortunate that Standard Oil, which pro- 
duces tainted money, according to recent 
pronouncements, lubricates every ma- 
chine in the United States; but notwith- 
standing that appalling circumstance, let 
us trust that our clerical brethren will 
remain Spartan on the premises and re- 
nounce all the affected products as well 
as the profits. It is feasible; they might 
form a colony and use wild herbs for 
their staple food, fig leaves for their 
clothing, and trees for their dwelling 
meee. In this virtuous condition, resem- 
ling that which obtained in the Garden 
f Eden, let us hope that the Angel of 
the Lord will not reappear with a flaming 
sword and drive them back to the ini- 
guitous comforts of civilization.”

‘How is it regarding the question of 
food? Above all, the American eats more 
meat than does the German workman; 
fruit is liberally consumed, and enormous 
quaritities of sugar are eaten. Bread and 
flour are used normally. There are fewer 
| potatoes, eggs, milk, and vegetables eat- 
en, but butter and lard in 
| quantities. On the whole the cost of liv- 
jing of the American workman is some- 
thing similar to our wealthier bourgeois 
class. While that of the German work- 
man, with his principal consumption of 
bread and potatoes, and reduced quantity 
of meat, bears no comparison with the 
American. The large consumption of 
cereal products with a large quantity of 
sugar, indicative of the excellent habit of 
the Anglo-Saxon to eat cereals, puddings, 
and pies, is totally lacking in the home of 
the German workman. 

‘But in one particular the European, 
especially the German, is above his 
American colleague, and that is in the 
consumption of alcohol. While the ex- 
penditure of 2,567 American families for 
liquor amounts to $12.40, the Nilrem- 
berger workmen spené $39.00, or about 
9.71 per cent. of his total expenditures. 
The Carlsruhe workman spends $54, or 
about 21.5 per cent. Only 12.6 is spent 
for food. At the same time it must be 
remembered that beer, the largest part of 
a German workman’s expenditure, is 
doubly as dear jn the States. In America 
a quarter of a liter of beer costs 5 cents. 
In comparison with these figures the Ger- 
man workman in South Germany con- 
sumes from six to ten times more beer 
than his brothers or the other side of the 


big pond. So one, perhaps, comparing 
the condition of German and American 
workmen might draw the conclusion that 
the German, faithful to his inherited 
ideals, is strong only in ‘ geistigen,’

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Fifty-four children dead and over 8,000 
injured and maimed for life is the way 
our “ Glorious Fourth’ was celebrated. 
Since parents are incapable of govern- 
ing and protecting their children it. fs 
time the law stepped in to guard the little 
ones who every year meet death through 
the outrages of the Fourth of July. This 
day, which should be to all Americans 
one of joy, is to thousands one of dread 
and tragedy. 
What right have children to play with 
gunpowder and firearms? What right 
have parents to allow it? And what right 


have shopkeepers to sell such things to 
children? Since children have not the 
sense to leave these dangerous thin 
alone, and since parents are such utter 
fools as to stand by and allow their chil- 
dren to run the risk of death or inju 
for life, it is for the law to step in an 
prohibit the sale and use of such danger- 
ous playthings. 

Why are people not content to celebrate 
the day in a more civilized manner? e 
are aroused from sleep at the first 
of dawn by cannon crackers and pistols, 
7 all day long the deafening din con- 
tinues. 

The sick alike with the well have to 
bear this intolerable racket. Nor is it 
only this one day we have to put up with 
the noise, but for days before the Fourth 
firecrackers are set off. I believe that 
outrage is against the law, but what 
does that matter in this country? 

The law should 1 peomiolt the use of fire- 
crackers except thin certain reasonable 
hours of the day. There should no 
sale of toy pistols, gunpowder, or fire- 
arms of any description. Until such a 
condition exists the civilized American 
citizen will have to grin and bear the 
tortures of the Fourth—and the “ Glorious 
Fourth’ will continue to yield its dead 
and injured.

That City Favored for the Soci- 
ety’s Headquarters Building. 


$2,000,000 FUND STARTED 


Contributions 
Ninety-eight Convention Services, 
All Crowded, Held in Baltimore. 


Already Pouring In—

BALTIMORE, July 9.—Prominent mem- 
bers of the Christian Endeavor Convention 
in session here express the opinion that 
the National home and _ headquarters 
building of the society, for which $2,000,- 
000 is being collected, will be erected in 
Boston, 

Dr. Howard B. Grose of Boston, the Vice 
President of the society, says Boston is 
the logical place for it, being the actual 
headquarters of the Endeavorers’ work, 
New England being the home of Christian 
Endeavor. The Rev. Dr. James L. Hill 
is also of the opinion that the new build- 
ing will be erected in Boston. 

That the money will be speedily and eas- 
{ly raised Dr. Hill declares he has no 
doubt. Contributions already are pouring 
in. General Secretary Vogel says the 
committee to take up the work and formu- 
late a definite plan for the raising of the 
fund will be appointed within the next 
few weeks by the Executive Committee. 

Nothing, perhaps, could give a more im- 
pressive idea of the interest aroused in 
this city by the Christian Endeavor Con- 
vention, which closes to-morrow night, 
than the fact that special convention serv- 
ices, at which sermons were delivered Ly 
clergymen among the visiting delegates, 
were held this morning in seventy-seven 
churches of various denominations and at 
night twenty-one consecration § services 
were held simultaneously in as many | 
churches, and that in every case the size 
of the audience was limited only to the 
capacity of the building.

Automobile Notes of Interest. 


Since so much agitation has been caused on 
account of the frequency of automobile acci- 
dents, all of the leading garages are using 
greater caution in checking the departure and 
arrival of machines. Several garages put this 
system into practice months ago, and the 
method was heartily indorsed by the members 
of the Automobile Club of America when the 
subject of chauffeurs and garages was dis- 
cussed last Winter. Good, reliable chauffeurs 
have no objection against the checking sys- 
tem, as they resent the odium cast upon them 
by irresponsible drivers, 


The National Association of Engine and 


Boat Manufacturers has issued its new racing 
rules, which will be used in all auto and 
power boat races held under its auspices this 
season. Slight changes have been made from 
the rules of the American Power Boat Asso- 
ciation. A number of the new boats that have 
lately been finished will be entered in the 
auto boat carnival on the Hudson River in 
September.

It 
also clogs up the grooves in which the piston 
rings work, filling up the clearing space be- 
tween the rings and the piston block.

“In some industries trade has only re- 
cently recovered from the recent depres- 
sion, which greatly weakened the work- 
men’s organizations. Thus the Schenec- 
tady unions lost 16 per cent. of ‘their 
members between Oct. 1, 1908, and April 
1, 1905, while Syracuse was the only large 
city in which unionism made any gain 
in number of adherents. 

“In the six months specified 165 organi- 
zations in this State dissolved and 20 more 
amalgamated with other unions of the 
Same trade. On the other hand, only 99 
| new unions were organized, causing a net 
decrease of 86 and leaving 2,418 organiza- 
tions in existence at the end of March. 
The aggregate number of members of 
unions was then 374,262, signifying a net 





decrease of 17,414 since September. 

“While the decrease in organizations 
was principally in the villages and small- 
er cities, four-fifths of the loss in mem- 
bership was in the seven principal centres 
of industry.
